91 applications for grant

Ninety-one applications have 
been submitted by Massachusetts 
towns and cities for a $23 million 
Small Cities Grant to be awarded to 
up to 40 municipalities by the end 
of November. 

Planning Director Lynn. Duncan 
told the Town Crier the Executive 
Office of Communities and 
Development (EOCD) had predic- 
ted 80 towns at the most would file 
applications for federal monies to 
help families on the lower end of 
the economic scale. 

"This is many more than was 
received the last few ye id 
Duncan. She explained, while the 
number is daunting, Wilmington 
“still has a strong application; one 
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that will be very competitive.” 

As EOCD staff review the 
applications in the next two to three 
months, said Duncan, they will be

participation in the application 


process.

The last major component of the 
Wilmington High School 
renovation project is nearing 
completion as workmen push to 
finish improvements to the 
Barrows Auditorium by the 
October deadline, 

According to Diane Allan, 
chairman of the Permanent 
Building Committee overseeing the 
project, most of the items on her 
board's punch list are done. New 
maroon velvet seats with oak 
armrests have been installed; walls 
have been painted two tones of 
mauve and a handicapped ramp has 
been built by employees of the 
Public Buildings Department; and 
a new drop ceiling as well as new 
sound and lighting systems were 
installed. In addition, a mauve 
velvet curtain for the stage and 
gray carpeting with mauve specks 


have been ordered. Exterior doors 
by the Adams Street entrance have 
yet to be installed. 

Allan said a local company, 
Diamond Crystal, is making "a 
significant donation" of a plaque 
with seat donors’ names printed on 
it. The Plaque will hang in the 
auditorium. 

Performing Arts Director 
Lorraine Kalil, who spearheaded 
fundraising efforts which raised 
$27,000 for the renovation project, 
is now planning a grand opening 
for the refurbished auditorium. 
The grand opening will take the 
form of a series of events to be held 
the first week in December. The 
souvenir book listing patrons and 
donors will be distributed at that 
time. Special calendars listing 
names and birthdays of local school 
children will be available in 
November. Allan said more 


information will be released as 
plans become firmer. In addition, 
Kalil will be mailing letters to 
donors next week acknowledging 
their contributions to the Barrows 
Auditorium -Fund, 

Allan said besides Kalil and 
Public buildings employees, 
recognition should also go to the 
members of her committee who 
remained committed to the 
extensive renovation project.

Wilmington residents who have 
passed by the Shawsheen 
Elementary School since mid- 
August may have noticed work 
Progressing on a new structure 
adjacent to the Kidsplace Play- 
ground. The building is a brown 
shingled field house being 
constructed by 20 to 25 adult 
volunteers in the Wilmington 
Soccer Association. 

According to John DeMarco, one 
of 11 members on the association's 
board of directors, the ficld house 
has been in the planning stages for 
the last three years. Plans were 
drawn up under former president 
Bill Wallace and have since been 
modified. Present plans call for a 
storage area for soccer equipment 
and goal posts and a concession 
arca where items like soda and 
candy would be sold during the 
games to benefit the Soccer 
League. At the town's request, 
bathrooms will also be installed for 
use during weckend games and 
weekday makeup games and 
practice sessions. These will hook 
into the town sewer. 

The building is being built with 
concrete blocks covered with 
brown shingles to blend in with the 
nearby play arca. There will be 
steel doors and no windows to 


discourage vandals, said BeMarco.i 


"It's going to be durable; the 
building is a big plus for us, “ 
DeMarco explained. He said having 
equipment and goal posts stored on 
site makes it easier for the coaches 
to schedule practice and makeup 
games and makes maximum use of 
the field. 

While many association members 
volunteered their time to help with 
the physical labor, DeMarco 
singled out Bob Pacquin, Bob 
Heigham, and Scott Audette for 
their special effort in getting the 
work underway. Both Pacquin and 
Heigham, who are directors with 
construction skills, helped with the 
planning and met several times 
with selectmen and the town 
manager to push the project 
forward. Audette id DeMarco, 
organized the labor force and 
helped lay the concrete blocks. 
DeMarco also praised contractor 
Arthur Smith for helping with 
below ground work and town 
officials for their cooperation and 
assistance. Oversecing the project 
is association President Barry 
Cahill. 

The building, when finished, will 
measure 44 feet by 16 feet. It will 
be paid for with approximately 
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$20,000 raised by the Soccer 
Association, DeMarco stressed that 
the field house will be put to good 
use and will benefit the 550 to 600 
youngsters who have been active in 
the town's soccer program in the 
past eight years. The building will

GETTING MAIL 
FROM THE IRS 


Getting mail from the Internal 
Revenue. Service can turn the 
coolest, most intelligent adults into 
dithering idiots, That's over- 
reacting, but it pays to be careful 
how you respond.

Always respond on the form the 
IRS sends you.

Splurge and use certified mail 
for all important correspondence 
with the IRS, and put the certified 
receipt number right on the 
document.

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Senior lunches

Wilmington selectmen recently 
praised school lunch director Anne 
Quinn and noted senior lunches 
bought through the Minuteman 
Home Care program are a bargain 
despite an increase in price from 
50 cents to $1.00. 

The cost of the lunches increased 
following legislation transferring 
the program ‘from the State 
Department of Education to the 
Department of Elder Affairs. 
According to Town Manager 
Michael Caira, this led to many 
inquiries by local seniors. In an 
effort to clarify the situation, Caira 
told selectmen at their last meeting 
the hike was due to the increased 
cost of food, a decrease in state 
reimbursements, and a lack of 
surplus food which in the past 
helped supplement the program. 


‘The actual cost of the senior meal is 
$2.80. The $1.00 charge, said 
Caira, is actually a donation to 
help defray the lunch cost and, as 
such, means elder citizens can pay 
less for a meal if they can't afford 
more. 

The "well balanced" meals are 
served at the high school cafeteria 
180 days during the school year 
and 40 days in the summer. 
Selectmen were told, if they wish, 
the seniors can order extra meals 
and freeze them for dinner on the 
weekend when the lunches are not 
available at the cafeteria, 

Caira praised Mrs. Quinn, and 
her staff for the way they are 
administering the program. 

"Clearly, this is still one of the

Housing lottery set 
for late fall

Members of the Wilmington 
Housing Partnership 
plan to hold their second lottery 
for affordable units in the 
Shawsheen Commons housing 
development sometime in late fall. 

According to Planning Director 
Lynn Duncan, 13 affordable units 
in phase two of the five phase 
project will be available to local 
and out-of-town residents, Develo- 
per Jay Tighe and his wife 
Jeannette of Carlson Realty were 
present at last Thursday's WHP 
meeting to discuss the upcoming 
lottery and provide the board with 
demographics about the first 
lottery, 

Tighe told the board out of the 13 
lucky winners last fall, 10 were 
from Wilmington, one from 
Boston, one from Woburn, and one 
from Billerica. Ten of the new 
tenants have children ranging in 
age from three to 17 years, two are 
single, and one is married but has 
no children. Two of those chosen 
are considered of minority status 
and‘one of those presently comes 


from Wilmington. All told, 170 
people applied for the single and 
multi-family homes. Of those 
chosen, nine have already moved 
into the units, said Tighe. 

Once the date is set for the second 
lottery, said Duncan, the 
partnership will advertise the 
lottery and applicants will be 
screened to be sure they meet all 


criteria. Those who applied the ; 


first time are free to apply for the 
second lottery as well, added 
Duncan. 

The director said she was 
encouraged because Wilmington 
exceeded the, 70 percent target of 
affordable units going to local 
citizens, At last week's meeting, the 
WHP decided to hold five lotteries 
instead of three so they can 
coordinate with Tighe's 
construction schedule in filling the 
66 total affordable units. In 
addition, members reviewed the 
revised site plan showing the lay 
out of each of the proposed lots and 
the changes in the types of 
buildings.

setback and other requirements. 

MacDonald also asked the board 
for two waivers: one to construct 
sidewalks on only one side of the 
subdivision road and the second to 
put in vertical precast beveled 
concrete curbing instead of 
vertical granite curbs. He 
explained though the concrete 
curbs might not be as strong as 
granite the concrete would save 
him money and "look nicer." 

Several board members said, if

If last week's Tewksbury Selectmen meeting were to be 
given an episodic title, "The Emperor Wears No Clothes" 
would do very nicely. In about twenty minutes flat a 
former board member stripped Selectman Thomas Camara

No big deal?

While it was not a significant violation of the wetlands, a 
landscaping project by former selectman Michael McCoy has 
generated some interest in the past couple of weeks. 

The project was undertaken during Labor Day weekend, while 
Mr. McCoy and his bride were on their honeymoon. Prior to 
leaving, though, McCoy had apparently instructed a landscaper 
to do some planting along the easterly side of his restaurant 
property. The restaurant is next to Maple Meadow Brook. In 
fact, the restaurant was built partly on land that was formerly 
wetland adjacent to the brook. Prior to filling the land, McCoy 
went through significant hearings before the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission. The wetlands study even involved 
the Army Corps of Engineers. 

That was all done in conformance with Ch. 131, Sec. 40 of the 
Mass. General Laws, otherwise known as the Wetlands 
Protection Act. Basically, that law provides that nobody is to 
work in a wetland or with 100 feet of a wetland without 
permission from the local conservation commission. That 
permission may be in the form of a determination, in which the 
commission simply says that it does not feel that the project 
needs a hearing. Or the project may have to go before a 
hearing, with an order of conditions issued to tell the landowner 
exactly what he can and cannot do. 

The experience of securing permission to build a restaurant on 
top of a swamp should have given McCoy at Ieast a rudimentary 
concept of the Wetlands Protection Act. Two years ago, McCoy 
was instructed by the concom to stop cutting wetland vegetation 
on the land in question. 

There was a significant disturbance of the land last year when 
the Tennessee Gas Pipeline Co. replaced a gas main, a massive 
project which was done within an order of conditions issued by 
the concom. 

Since the gas main project, the pipeline company has been 
working to re-introduce wetlands plants into the disturbed 
swamp, as required in the order of conditions. 

McCoy owns the land through which the gas line runs, and 
Tennessee Gas Pipeline has an casement. 

McCoy, secking to improve the appearance of his property, 
instructed a landscaper to plant some yews along the embank- 
ment of his parking lot. The work extended into the area 
disturbed by the pipeline project, where the landscaper spread 
loam and planted grass. 

The problem is that McCoy never sought permission from the 
conservation commission. Granted, the amount of filling that 
took place was not all that great. The landscaper spread 30 yards 
of loam. But without permission, even a small job is illegal. 

After the work was noticed by a member of the commission, 
conservation administrator Eileen Chabot visited the site about 
11 a.m. on the day after Labor Day, and instructed the 
landscaper to remove his equipment, to dump no additional 
loam, and to do no further work. 

Now comes the second part of the problem. The landscaper 
ignored the order. If nothing else, this magnified the news value 
of the story. The Town Cricr photographed the bulldozer 
working on the site at 7:25 p.m, that evening. Taken at dusk, the 
photo was dark, and came out poorly in the paper. Nonetheless, 
the landscaper was there, in flagrant violation of the order. 

Whether McCoy had any knowledge of this aspect of the job is 
doubtful, as he was still,not back in town. 

But his reaction on returning was to cry like a would-be 
martyr. The conservation commission and the newspaper were 
picking on him because of politics. He went so far in his martyr 
act that he bought a full page ad in this newspaper. This 
included a protest at having to spend money to present his side 
of the story — yet he never asked for a letter to the editor or 
any other free avenue of reply. 

McCoy's position was basically that the conservation 
administrator never asked what the landscapers were doing, and 
that the Town Crier jumped on an insignificant story just for the 
sake of picking on him. 

The Town Crier stands by its decision to report the story, and 
the manner in which it was presented. We are sorry the 
photograph didn't come out better, but it was nearly dark when 
the photo was taken. 

The fact that McCoy has past political involvement, and that 
this paper has presented opinions in disagreement with his will 
not stop the paper from reporting the news. And a wetlands 
violation is certainly news, especially when the contractor 
flagrantly continues working after being told to stop. 

McCoy is scheduled to meet with the concom on Wednesday 
night. Stay tuned,

ignored, not really knowing what 
to do with them. The local library 
has nothing on this plant and we are 
wondering if you can offer some 
Suggestions as to how we can use 
our horse radish plants. Thanks!" 


You are in luck, Although I do 
not have a bed of this vigorous 
perennial plant, my brother on 
High Street here in Wilmington 
does. Each fall, brother Sven 
harvests a portion of his roots, and 
here is how he makes a very nice 
horse radish spread: The roots, 
which will run 16 to 18 inches 
deep, can be turned up with a spade 
shovel. Wash the dirt from the root 
clumps and then rub off the dark 
outer color with plastic or metal 
scouring pads. (This will make the 
finished product a pleasing light 
cream color). Next, cube the roots 
and run the small pieces through a 
Cuisinart or a blender. Render 
them down to the desired 
consistency, adding enough white 
vinegar to achieve the same 
thickness you will find in a jar off 
the grocery shelf, Add just a dash 


of salt, perhaps a half teaspoonful _ 


per quart of finished horse radish. 
One note of caution; it might be 
wise to do up your horse radish on 
a mild day when you can open all 


the kitchen windows:to allow good , 


ventilation. The raw horseradish 
fumes, when you open your 
blender after processing, can be 
rather overpowering.

Wildcats, Redmen will 


saddle up their darkhorses

For the first time in many years, 
the Wilmington Wildcats and the 
Tewksbury Redmen will be 
battling neck-and-neck for the 
darkhorse role in the Merrimack 
Valley Football Conference. 

The Chelmsford Lions are once 
again hiding in the woods, 
Claiming that Lawrence Central 
Catholic is the powerhouse of the 
conference. 

Billerica is a contender for the 
title for the first time in many 
years thanks to a strong second 
year coach and the rebirth of 
some genuine football enthusiasm 
in that town. 

The Redmen (9-2-0), defending 
conference champions and 20-14 
losers to behemoth Peabody in the 
Division One Super Bowl a year 
ago, will find out early if they can 
contend for the crown again. 

Tewksbury plays Chelmsford, 
Central Catholic and non-league 
opponent Malden in the first three 
weeks of the season.

season's Super Bowl tussle with 
Peabody. 

The theme of this year's 
Tewksbury football outfit is 
definitely “the young kids must 
step forward." Along with 
Mackey and Lightfoot, the key 
graduates are fullback Sean 
Conley and outstanding linemen 
Andy DiFelice, Marc Whynot and 
Paul Mottolo. 

The lone returning starters for 
the Redmen are three-year starter 
Boudreau at quarterback, fellow 
co-captain Dan Sprague at center 
and solid senior athlete Larry 
Rodgers at halfback and in the 
defensive backfield.

"There is a lot of talent here, we 
are really deep this year," boasts 
confident offensive coordinator 
Russ Cabral. 

Couple that depth with heated 
competition for starting positions, 
and the Wildcats can't help but 
better their two win scason of a 
year ago. 

"We have so many guys that are 
so close talent-wise that it's 
unbelievable," notes head man 
Harrison. 

The one area where the Wildcats 
must find suitable replacements is 
at wide receiver, where Bob 
Voner and Dennis Walsh, two of 
the best in the MVC last season, 
have both graduate Bill 
Kerrigan, the tcam's best linemen 
a year ago, has also hit the college 
road (Wentworth) with his WHS 
diploma in hand. 

But there is plenty of talent and 
leadership to go around, barring 


injuries. Senior co-captains Bob 
Fleming (halfback) and Bryant 
Falzone (defensive end) are back 
along with junior quarterback 
John O'Reilly, who threw six 
touchdown passes last season 
before being sidelined by an 
injury prior to that wild 
Thanksgiving clash with 
Tewksbury. 

O'Reilly could be the best 
quarterback in the conference this 
year, but right behind him 
Pushing for that starting job”is 
scrappy junior Mike Alonardo, 
who came on to throw three 
touchdown passes against 
Tewksbury. 

"We just have great depth at all 
of the skill positions," praises 
Cabral. "We have two great 
quarterbacks, two fine tight ends, 
two good possession receivers, 
two good speed receivers and five 
nice running backs." Sounds like 
quite an arsenal to operate 
Cabral's wide-open passing attack 
that hopes to mix in the run more 
this season, 

All of that talent at the skill 
positions is among Tom Killilea, 
Bob Conchiglia, Tom Aprile and 
Dan Ballou. 

The returning starters supplying 
the much-need muscle will be 
linebackers Mike King and Jason 
Early and linemen John Burke, 
Jim Levesque and Kevin Murray. 

The one lingering problem for 
the Wildcats might be the fact that 
they have just one lineman 
(Murray) who weighs over 200 
pounds. 

"The key again this season will 
be for us to stay healthy,” admits 
Harrison, "We've got some speed 
on offense, so teams are really 
going to have to study us."

utumn means hunting season 


by Bill Conlon 

The leaves are beginning to turn, 
ripe pumpkins are being sold, and it 
is beginning to look like autumn, 
~ Gee, sounds like hunting season is 
near at hand, Forget the old saying 
about prostitution -- hunting is the 
Qldest occupation, 

Gray squirrels are fair game in 
the westernmost parts of the state at 
this time, and the first portion of 
the black bear harvest is already 
past, but there's plenty of hunting 
yet to come. 

There is the fall turkey season 
(Nov. 11 - 16), and the harvest of 
Partridge starts Oct. 10 and lasts to 
January. There are also cottontails, 
raccoons, pheasant and coyote on 
the slate, and America's favorite 
big-game hunt, for deer, begins for 
archers on November 4. 

If you haven't tried hunting as an 
outdoors pursuit, you should give it 
a try. Look up a seasoned hunter, 
take the state Hunter Safety Course, 
then go hit the fields, 

Unlike the propaganda you may 
have heard, hunting is far from the 
mindless slaughter it's been made 
Out to be. Hunting means long days 
of walking in the woods and fields, 
looking and listening intently to the 
world around you. A footprint in 
the mud by a stream is important. A 
bird call has meaning. A shift in 
the wind can be crucial. 

These are things most folks don't 
think about anymore. But a hunter 
experiences the outdoors far more 
intensely than most. You're immer- 
sed in the sights, sounds and smells 
of nature. Hunters become a part 
of their surroundings. Great stuff. 

And, if you get lucky, a member 
of a legitimate game species might 
cross your line of sight. We know 
what happens next, but that part of 
hunting takes only a few seconds, 
out of a busy day, 

Ask around at your local sports- 
mens’ club. A camera is fine if you 
don't want to carry a gun, or you'd 
most likely be welcome if you just 
want to tag along. Just ask.

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Viking explorers travelled 
with oar and sail power 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

People who live in this part of 
New England have for the past 
week or so been able to see 
pictures of three recently 
constructed "Viking" ships in 
Boston Harbor. They are visiting 
to commemorate the visit of Leif 
Ericson to New England nearly 
1000 years ago. 

Pictures on tv seem to show no 
means of propulsion, at least part 
of the time, for those vessels. When 
they were not at anchor or moored 
there is no sail in use, no oars, nor 
any towline. Interesting. 

The name which is associated 
with the visits of over 1000 years 
ago is that of Leif Ericson, son of 
Eric the Red. Leif had a nick-name 
of Leif the Lucky. 

Eric the Red, son of Thorvald 
Asvaldson, was born in Norway. 
Thorvald was exiled from that 
country for having killed a man, 
and he went to Iceland and found 
free land, in the northwestern part 
of that island. 

Iceland was a nice place to live. 
There were mountains, volcanoes, 
hot springs and geysers. Like his 
father Eric was a quarrelsome 
man, and he too got into a quarrel. 
Eric fought with a neighbor, killed 
a man, and was exiled for three 
years. 

Eric the Red spent those three 
years exploring to the west, where 
he found an unknown land which 
he called Greenland. Greenland 
was a little warmer than it is today, 
but there were glaciers on the 
mountains. On the west coast of 
Greenland the climate was little 

warmer. There was some green, if 
you looked for it. 

Eric the Red returned to Iceland. 
In 986 AD he persuaded a lot of 
Icelanders to emigrate to Green- 
land, partly at least, because of the 
attractive name, Settlements were, 
established on the west coast of 
Greenland, and the “Western 
Hemisphere's first real estate 
salesman was in business. 

The ships on which Eric the Red, 


Just for a laugh 


and Leif Ericson sailed were of the 
Viking class. Norway, Sweden and 
Denmark was the home of those 
ships, for several centuries before 
the timeof Leif Ericson. Denmark 
was the most populous of the three 
countries, with about one million 
population. Sweden and Norway 
each had about half a million. 

In Norway the three principal 
ports were Trondhjem, Bergen and 
Oslo. Most of the ships were built 
in this area, but there were ships 
and sailors from other parts of the 
country. 

The tradition seems to e that the 
Scandinavians were “fighting 
men.” That is partly true. They 
were also trades. In fact they were 
traders who could defend 
themselves against enemies, 
sometimes by assuming the 
offensive. 

Their ships were of the same 
shape and build as the dories used 
by the fishermen of Gloucester, 
100 years ago, but larger. The 
dories were "clinker" built, with 
overlapping strakes on their sides: 
So were the Viking ships. Both 
were excellent sea boats, 

Some of the local chieftains in 
Norway used their ships as a means 
of burial. Their bodies would be 
put into the ships, which were then 
set on fire and sailed, unmanned, 
Out to sea. 

Others were, literally, buried in 
their ships. Several such vessels 
were found in Norway during the 
last part of the 19th century. Some 
of those vessels are to be seen 
today, in the national museum in 
Oslo. 

Gokstad, a place near Larvik, is 
on the south coast of Norway. It 
faces the Oslo Fjord, and also the 
Skagerack, the body of water 
between Norway and Denmark. 

A buried ship was found in 
Gokstad, in the latter part of the 
19th century. About 78 feet long, 
16 feet wide, and constructed of 
oak, it dated from about 860 A.D. 
it had been used for a burial. 

A replica was constructed and, in

Red hair isn't native to Ireland, or 
so I'm told.

Vikings left the 
red-haired gene behind during one 
of their ... um ... "visits" to one my 
female ancestors. Ahem. 

The Vikings also took slaves, but

On Sunday, I took my wife and 
mother-in-law to see the replicas of 
Viking longboats in Boston Harbor.

TO ILLUSTRATE VIKING CAMPAIGNS

1893 it was sailed across the 
Atlantic to take part in the World's 
Fair in Chicago. There were 16 oar 
ports on each side, and with two 
men to an oar she was capable of 
speeds up to seven knots. Under 
sail she could make 11 knots. 

The most celebrated of the old 
Viking ships was probably the 
Long Serpent, built for King Olaf 
Tryggevesson, It was the ship on 
which he met his death, in the battle 
of Svold,during the year 1,000. 
The Long Serpent was said to have 
been the most costly Viking vessel 
ever to have been built in Norway. 

Boston has a statue of a Viking, 
erected in memory of Leif 
Ericson. It has been visited 
recently the members of the crews 
of the three Viking vessels now in 
the Boston Navy Yard. 

As far as this writer is concerned 
Leif Ericson was never in Boston 
harbor. There are two tales, 
depending on which one the reader 
is interested. 

One says that a professor of 
Harvard University became 
enchanted with the tales of Eric, 
and convinced himself that Eric 
had been in Boston Harbor, and on 
the Charles River. May be he 
dreamed that Leif had landed in 
Harvard Yard. 

The other tale is similar, except 
that the professor came from the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology (MIT). 

That statue of Leif, in Boston, is 
in consequence of the thoughts of 
one or other of those two men, or 
so the writer understands it. 

Sometime before the year 1,000 
Leif went to Norway, and was 
baptized a Christian. Eric the Red 
did not change his faith. 

A man named Bjarni Herjulfsson 
had sailed southwesterly from 
Greenland about 15 years before 
Leif made his famous voyage. 
Bjarni described his voyage in the 
approved manner of Norse 
seamen, a verbal definition, 
carefully thought out, and 
memorized by other seamen, 

Those sailing directions were 
used for many years by the Norse 
seamen. Every direction could be 
repeated by the succeeding 
generations, word by word. Those 
verbal records were, in effect, 
Sailing Directions, such as are 
published today by many nations, 
for its seamen. 

Leif Ericson bought Bjarni's 
vessel, and enrolled many 
members of Bjarni's crew. He set 
sail to the new world which Bjarni 
had described, Bjarni had told of

the distances and courses in which 
he had sailed. Leif-did the 
same,and came in turn to each of 
the three headlands which Bjarni 
had described. 

The first was rocky. Leif did not 
follow the example of his father, 
in giving names. A rocky land was 
called - Helluland, 

The second land was of forests - 
(Nova Scotia). In Norse a forest 
was a Mark. Nova Scotia became 
Markland. 

The third land was a place in 
which grapes were growing, and it 
became Vineland - or, Vinland. 

Using Bjarni’s directions Leif 
arrived at the southeasterly part 
Cape Cod, on a voyage direct from 
Markland He had not seen any of 
the coast of New England. 

Leif entered Nantucket Sound 
and explored along the south shore 
of Cape Cod. The ship came to a 
place where a river flowed 
southerly from a lake, They 
steered up that river - the Bass 
River - and anchored in the lake. 

Leif built a home for protection, 
and a shelter for his ship. He and 
the crew wintered over. The 
account is told, extremely well, ina 
volume entitled Atlantic crossings 
Before Columbus, by Frederick J. 
Pohl. 

Mr. Pohl was a college professor 
of English who had become 
entranced with the tales, and the 
denials of tales of early exploring 
in the New World. He discusses 
possible crossings of the ocean by 
the Phoenicians, and reported 
crossings by the Irish and the 
Welch. The volume is the result of 
many years of work and study. 

His material about the Vikings is, 
to. some provocative, and has 
resulted in two diggings, by the 
Massachusetts Archaeological 
Society. 

Leif's brother Thorvald, in later 
years used the verbal instructions 
of Leif, and arrived at exactly the 
same place. Statements made by 
Thorvald in subsequent years in 
what was called the Flateyjarbok 
leave no doubt but that Nantucket 
Sound was the place to which Leif 
had sailed. 

On his voyage back to Greenland 
Leif stopped at Markland and cuta 
cargo of timber, which he put on 
his vessel. . 

There was no timber growing io 
Greenland. When Leif arrived at 
his Greenland home he sold that 
timber for a fortune. 

That may be the reason he was 
called "Leif the Lucky."

Our Heritage

As you drive along Route 2A 
in Lexington the ambiance lends 
itself to thinking about this coun- 
try’s heritage and the many facets 
including the American 
Revolution that are a part of that 
heritage. 

Fittingly enough, the Museum 
of Our National Heritage is situat- 
ed along the road, that was a 
major route for the British troops 
in their march to Concord from 
Lexington and back, 

Also fittingly enough, the 
Muscum adds to our knowledge 
of that part of America’s history 
but it does not focus on it. Instead 
the focus is on the overall picture, 
including the many ethnic groups, 
art forms, industry and traditions 
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on sale, 
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that have made the United States 
of America the world leader that it 
is today. 

Museum Director Dr, Clement 
M. Silvestro explains “We are 
committed to changing exhibi- 
tions on any theme of American 
History.” 

He noted that because of the 
philosophy, the Museum is not 
locked into any collections. 
However, they do have three per- 
manent displays which arc 
changed on a regular basis, 

Because of the location, one 
permanent display is on the 
American Revolution. 

Silvestro explained that shortly 
after the Museum opened research 
showed that not enough tourists 
were being drawn to the facility. 

Further research showed that 
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in place. 


people came to the 
Lexington/Concord area expressly 
for the purpose of studying the 
American Revolution. 

In response the exhibition was 
established, but living up to the 
standards of the institution it con- 
stantly changes the exhibits. 

Another is on the heritage of 
the sponsoring group for the 
Museum, the Scottish Rite 
Freemasons. This display devel- 
oped from a symposium held at 
the Museum on what a new muse- 
um should have. 

The distinguished guests and 
Participants from all over the 
country noted that the Lexington 
facility should include a collection 
focusing on its own unique ori- 
gins. 

Silvestro noted that from that 
beginning “the Muscum now has 
the best collection on 
Freemasonry in the country and 
Publishes three major catalogues 
on the subject.”

for the Museum “To establish, 
maintain and operate a library and 
museum together with their relat- 
ed facilities to be devoted exclu- 
sively to the promotion of, and the 
encouragement of public interest 
in education, cultural, historical 
and patriotic endeavors.” 

That statement is now posted 
over the entrance to the Museum 
noting, “A Museum and Library 
of American history with chang- 
ing exhibits exploring the national 
character: the events, issues, and 
leadership that have made the 
nation great; and with innovative 
education programs that seck a 
common ground of understanding 
among all Americans.” 

As one walks under this state- 
ment of purpose, the person then 
enters into ann atmosphere where 
artifacts are tastefully displayed 
among a combination of graphics 
and electronic explanations. The 
combination is designed to impart 
the pertinent information on the 
inanimate objects in a manner that 
makes it interesting to a wide 
variety of visitors.

The Schuetzenfest was as 
much a social event as it was a 
sporting game, and families are 
shown participating in various 
activities from the actual games to 
picnics and dances, 

This show was completely pro- 
duced in-house and on comple- 
tion, Silvestro said that it will be 
packed up and sent on the road for 
other Museums to use.

Next in line will be another 
show out of Virginia entitled 
“Virginia’s Children.” 

As described in the Museum 
Update, the members newsletter, 
the exhibition is “...an intriguing 
glimpse into the lives of the chil- 
dren of Virginia’s landed gentry 


. and merchant classes in the eigh- 


tcenth and nineteenth centuries! 

This display will be using a 
combination of portraits and arti- 
facts. 

It will also illuminate the atti- 
tudes around the care and training 
of children in the early days of the 
country. 

In December the Museum will 


unveil a locally produced exhibi- ' 


tion entitled “With Weapons and 
Wit: Propoganda and 
Psychological Warfare in World 
War II. : 

Silvestro explained that the 
show was developed from the col- 
lection of Newton's Kenneth 
Rendell. 

The exhibition will show the 
uses of propoganda during war 
years, both on the homefront to 
marshall support, develop atti- 
tudes or build morale, and as a 
strategic psychological weapon 
against the enemy. 

Silvestro notes that these types 
of shows are a sign of the success 
that the Museum has had in keep- 
ing to its concept of borrowing 
shows from other sources 

However, Silvestro explained 
that a great cost is still involved in 
maintaining a plant where other 
Museums are wont to lend their 
valuable exhibits. 

To this end a security system 
has been designed to protect any- 
thing that is within the four walls 
of the sprawling 82,000 square 
foot building. 

As a concession to the Town 
fathers of Lexington, the building 
was built on a spread out fashion 
to minimize the height in the his 
toric district. 

Silvestro noted that the humidi 
ty is kept at close to 50 degrees 
and the temperature is kept in the 
range of 70 degrees. 

As difficult and expensive it is 
to maintain the physical plant, 
Silvestro feels it has been worth- 
while. 

Among the coups that Muscum 
has had was a loan of the original 
hand written, Thomas Jefferson 
copy and the Dunlop printed copy 
of the Declaration — of 
Independence 

The Museum has also been 
allowed to display the original 
copy of Lincoln's Gettysburg 
Address. This was on loan from 
the National Archives. 

The Library of Congress has 
also loaned the Museum the origi 
nal of Lincoln’s second inaugural 
address. 


All of this is also in a facility 
that provides a 50,000 volume 
library and educational aids for 
local school groups 

The educational portion of the 
Muscum is under the direction of 
Dr. Robert MacKay 

MacKay notes “The education- 
al programs always provide some 
kind of hands on activities 


hands.” 

He added that his challenge 
comes from the constantly chang- 
ing exhibits. According to 
MacKay, he and his staff must 
find ways to keep the educational 
programs relevant. 

As with the regular Museum, 
no charge is made for the use of 
the educational facilities. 

Silvestro explained this factor 
noting that the 15 states making 
up the Northern Jurisdiction of the 
Scottish Rites-Rreemasons offered 
the project as “a gift to the 
American people.” 

Donations are asked for at the 
door. However, no one is turned 
away. 

Aside from the financial gifts 
from the Freemasons (equaling 
about $21 million), the Museum 
also receives funding from the 
Massachusetts Council on Arts 
and Humanities, the Institution of 
Museum Services and the 
National Endowment of the Arts.

New England was the most 
expensive region in the United 
States to own and operate a car 
during the second quarter of this 
year, according to the American 
Automobile Association.

9.2 cents per mile in operating 
costs (gasoline, oil, maintenance 
and tires).

Fixed costs, which include

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he Commitments" starring 
Robert Arkins, Johnny Murphy 
and Andrew Strong. Directed by 
Alan Parker, Screenplay by Dick

The name of the game in this 
Dublin-based movie is soul. A 
group.of poor young Northside 
Dubliners, self-styled as "the blacks 
of Europe" decide to sing them- 
selvés out of generations of pover- 
ty. And they want to sing about is 
what they know. What they know 
is a gritty, harsh life, the constant 
presence of the Catholic church and 
sex. Soul music, they reason, just 
about sums up their lives. 

Director Alan Parker did a bril- 
liant job of infusing this flick with 
the same.soul sought by his raggle 
taggle band of Dubliners. He 
sidestepped the cliched characters 
of his earlier success, 1979's 
"Fame," and instead gave us a story

that is gritty, funny, spirited and 
cool, It is one of the few flicks with 
attitude in a particularly bland cine- 
matic landscape. That there is cur- 
rently a musical explosion of sorts 
happening in Ireland gives the film 
4 timeliness the audience can 
appreciate. 

The story follows this extremely 
rough gang of kids as they learn 
discipline, hunt down their instru- 
ments, find gigs and con their way 
into Dublin's consciousness. That 
the film avoids a trite Hollywood 
ending is in its favor, as is the com- 
plete honesty with which Parker 
portrays these wannabe singers and 
their difficulty in actually getting 
away from the slums they call 
home. 

Robert Arkins is the front man 
who forms the band, eventually 
dubbed The Commitments. Part 
youthful swagger, part bluff and 
desperately sincere, this kid proves 
that music can indeed inspire. 
Arkins, like most of the cast, had 
no previous acting experience, yet

he has a charisma and comedic tim- 
ing that will hopefully land him 
other film roles. 

There. is nothing ever more 
remotely amateurish about any of 
the performances, as these kids 
infuse the film with a raw freshness 
that keeps the story both earthy and 
funny. And some of the cast will 
blow you away. Andrew Strong, 
who was only 16 when the film 
was shot, gives a powerful perfor- 


mance as the band’s lead singer and 
most obnoxious head case. 
Try not to miss “The 


Commitments," as it esques that 
pre-digested, slickness found in 
most mainstream films and makes 
a case for originality, intelligence 
and honestly. It's also one hell of a 
lot of fun.

However, skeptical viewers should 
note that nothing was ever said 
about ending the series, even if 
Robert Englund, who plays the 
gloved one, does depart. The film's 
ending is actually left wide open 
for a possible sequel. 

However, the current installment 
to an ugly, violent series is so 
dreadful that it may just manage to 
really kill it off. There is no internal 
logic to the film. It is not frighten- 
ing. The "spectacular" 3-D segment 
is blurry and therefore strains your 
eyes. The acting is amateurish and 
the special effects are cheesy. This 
movie isn't worth showing up for 
even if they gave the tickets away. 
So hopefully, we can finally tell 
Freddy to rest in peace. And leave 
it alone.

Library and wondered how you or 
your child might achieve such 
creative results, the answer is to 
register now for classes at the 
Studio, Classes begin October Ist 
and are open to residents of 
Reading, Stoneham, Wakeficld, 
Woburn, North Reading, 
Wilmington, and other surround- 
ing towns. 

This year in addition to the 
after school and Saturday morning 
classes for boys and girls from 
kindergarten through grade 
twelve, three new classes are 
being offered. Two are for adults, 
the other for pre-kindergarten 
Both the adult basic drawing class 
and the adult calligraphy are no- 
stress introductions for the begin- 
ner. The pre-kindergarten class 
called Art-start has been designed 
to give four and five year olds a 
creative start where they can 
explore art materials in a setting 
which fosters self esteem. All 
c meet once a week for cight 
weeks and are limited in size to 
provide for individual attention. 
The tuition is $68. (Pre-registra- 
tions are also being accepted for a 
three week holiday workshop to 
be offered in December.) 

For school age children classes 
are offered on Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Friday afternoons 
and Saturday mornings. The 
Art/Drawing classes for grades K- 
8 focus on a different art concept 
each week. The children will dis- 
cover how to achieve realism or 
abstraction as they draw animals, 
people, still-lifes, portraits and 
landscapes. But more importantly, 
they will learn to look at things 
differently, observe details, and 
record what they see in an artistic 
manner. They will also become 
f@miliar with the vocabulary and 
history of art. The first few min- 
utes of cach class is spent review- 
ing a master artist of famous 
painting. 


The Mixed Media classes 
allow students to explore a differ- 
ent art medium cach week. They 
will have the opportunity to expe- 
rience the use of charcoal, pastels, 
colored pencil, marker, water 
color pencils and graphite. The 
Painting Classes offer instruction 
in acrylic painting for those stu- 
dents who have completed at least 
three sessions of drawing at the 
Studio. 

For boys and girls in Middle 
School or High School the Studio 
Art classes arc an option. These 
classes allow students to work 
more independently in a medium 
of their own choosing. Usually the 
finished picture requires several 
weeks to complete. Students in 
the studio classes may choose to 
focus on portraits, animals, fig- 
ures or a varicty of subjects in a 
variety of mediums. 

All classes are taught by 
Barbara Mellin. Ms. Mcllin is a 
certified Art Specialist with years 
of experience teaching at in both 
public and private schools. She is 
also a free-lance illustrator and 
lecturer in the arts. Ms. Mellin 
founded the Young Artists Studio 
in 1979 to provide quality art 
instruction to children in an atmo- 
sphere where learning is fun and 
self-confidence is encouraged.
